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To  The  Members  of  the  Camp  Committee: 


The  1955  season  was  good.  It  exceeds  many  past  seasons 
financially  and  in  the  number  of  camper  days.  While  we  might  well 
congratulate  ourselves  on  a job  well  done,  "one  swallow  does  not  make 
a season" . I certainly  hope  that  we  have  turned  the  corner  financially 
and  that  henceforth  we  can  stand  on  our  own  feet;  but,  at  the  same  time, 
I am  conscious  of  how  much  has  yet  to  be  done  to  realize  even  the  mini- 
mum of  good  Cramping  in  terms  of  equipment  and  facilities. 

The  weather  up  to  the  middle  of  August  was  most  favorable. 

For  the  vacation  business,  weather  is  a vital  factor;  as  the  difference 
in  attendance  between  the  1954  and  the  1955  seasons  showed,,  It  cer- 
tainly was  the  same  camp  insofar  as  program  and  accommodations  are  con- 
cerned. Yet  Sandy  offers  something  more  than  outdoor  living, — some- 
thing that  is  not  affected  by  weather. 

In  part,  it  is  physical.  Our  facilities  afford  a varied 
program  of  recreation  on  land  and  water.  Even  in  inclement  weather 
we  have  an  ample  lodge,  albeit  the  mixture  of  boisterous  children, 
exhuberant  youth,  and  quiet  adults  bent  on  reading  or  card  playing 
presents  a strange  picture.  Someday  soon  we  may  have  an  auxiliary 
lodge — for  children  in  the  day  and  for  adults  at  night,  so  that  these 
incongruous  activities  can  be  carried  on  apart. 

The  hurricanes,  the  flash  floods,  and  the  polio  epidemic 
would  have  severely  cut  down  the  number  of  campers  the  latter  part  of 
August  were  it  not  for  the  Christ adelphian  conference.  Even  then  the 
number  of  regular  campers  and  their  lenth  of  stay  was  better  than  in 
previous  seasons. 

The  pre-season  conferences  virtually  lengthened  our  season 
from  nine  to' eleven  weeks.  While  these  conferences  cover  the  cost  of 
opening  camp,  by  the  same  token  they  necessitate  a full  staff  for  a 
longer  period.  Moreover,  the  problems  involved  in  the  opening  of  camp 
are  increased  and  intensified. 

To  the  end  that  you  might  better  consider  these  and  other 
problems  involved  in  improving  Sandy,  this  report  of  the  past  season 
is  offered. 


It  is  a real  privilege  to  work  with  so  cooperative  a commit- 
tee who  share  with  me  the  dream  of  seeing  someday  at  Sandy  the  leading 
camp  in  adult  and  family  recreation.  I believe  that  we  can  be  proud 
of  the  contribution  we  are  making  to  the  better  living  together  of  an 
increasing  number  of  families  in  a time  when  so  many  pressures  interrupt 
and  interfere  with  family  life.

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I.  REVIEW  OF  1955  SEASON 


The  1955  season  opened  with  a Square  Dance  Weekend  sponsored  by  the 
Program  Department  of  the  Huntington  Avenue  Branch  of  the  Boston  Y.M.C.A, 
Under  the  direction  of  Charlie  Baldwin,  the  "New  England  Caller",  and  Sid 
McNutt 'of  the  "Y",  a hundred  square  dancing  enthusiasts  arrived  at  S§ndy  on 
Friday,  June  17th<>  The  same  trips  of  the  "Sandy"  which  took  them  to  the  Long 
Island  Public  Landing  returned  with  the  leaders  of  the  high  school  leaders* 
conference  of  the  New  Hampshire  Christian-Congregational  Conference  the  next 
day. 


By  Monday  evening  over  a hundred  boys  and  girls  with  their  dozen 
or  so  leaders  were  in  camp  to  stay  to  the  following  Monday,  Camp  was  in  full 
swing  two  weeks  before  its  normal  opening.  Only  the  hurculean  work  of  the 
staff  in  less  than  a week  made  it  possible, 

(Staff;  I cannot  say  too  much  in  praise  of  this  year’s  staff.  Living  closely 
together  for  almost  thirteen  weeks,  it  is  remarkable  that  there  were  no  alter- 
cations. There  were  differences  of  opinions,  of  course;  but  we  finished  the 
season  intact  and  in  good  spirits.  Always  friendly  and  willing,  the  boys  did 
everything  possible  to  make  arrival  and  departure  pleasant  for  the  campers. 

Program:  The  children’s  program  operated  most  effectively  thanks  to  Pat  and 
Tom  Kirby,  Many  new  projects  and  the  skill  of  Mary  Herrick  enhanced  the 
growing  crafts  program.  Both  the  children’s  and  the  crafts  programs  have 
outgrown  our  present  facilities.  It  seems  imperative  that  serious  considera- 
tion be  given  to  the  building  of  a combined  lodge  and  crafts  room. 

On  Tuesday  evenings  a group  crossed  the  lake  to  attend  the  performance 
at  the  Lakes  Region  Playhouse.  Those  who  remained  in  camp  watched  a movie  pro- 
gram. Thispart  of  our  program  is  becoming  as  traditional  as  "Show  Nite". 
Thursday  evenings. 

In  addition  to  such  regular  Visiting  Program  Directors  as  Eddie  Bruce 
and  Ralph  Raymond,  we  had  the  services  of  Stan  Tebbetts,  Blanche  McGowan  of 
the  Boston  Community  Recreation  Service,  Don  and  Evelyn  Towle,  and  Warren  Loring 
The  Towles,  who  had  been  at  Sandy  earlier  as  leaders  of  the  New  Hampshire  con- 
ference, made  a real  contribution  to  the  life  at  Sandy,  They  were  particular- 
ly effective  with  the  teen-age  campers. 

Food  Service;  The  addition  of  the  dishwashing  area  off  the  kitchen  with  its 
opening  into  the  Dining  Hall  for  receiving  dishes  is  a decided  improvement. 

Now  the  kitchen  staff  c^n  start  this  part  of  their  work  a half  an  hour  earlier. 
From  the  campers1  point  of  view  it  is  a real  improvement  to  be  able  to  clear 
the  table  before  eating  dessert. 

The  quality  of  food  served  and  the  variety  of  menu  was  maintained. 

Some  difficulties  in  preparation  experienced  early  in  the  season  were  corrected, 
and  by  Labor  Day  weekend  the  food  service  was  excellent.  The  new  chef,  Clint 
Marshall,  and  his  wife,  Grace,  are  a difinite  addition  to  the  staff.  We  all 
appreciated  the  pastries  and  variety  of  desserts.  Most  of  all  we  should  appre- 
ciate the  difficulty  today  to  engage  a chef  from  the  middle  of  June  through  the 
Labor  Day  Weekend.  We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  have  two  such  fine  people  with  us 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  splendid  work  of  "h'rick"  Hobart  as 
Registrar,  No  one  can  appreciate  more  than  your  Director  how  effectively  she 
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keeps  things  running  from  the  office.  All  of  us  are  grateful  for  the  work  of 
Grace  Steward  not  only  as  the  camp  nurse,  but  also  in  supervising  the  linen 
change  each  week.  Walter  Herrick,  as  Baldy' s assistant  in  charge  of  camp  ser- 
vice, has  made  himself  invaluable.

There  is  for  less  turnover  from  season  to  season  with  family  groups 
than  is  experienced  with  single  persons  (particularly  of  the  18  to  25  age  range) 
There  is  also  less  "weekend"  business  as  families  are  not  as  free  as  single 
persons  to  "try  out"  the  camp  for  a few  days.  The  increase  in  campers  staying 
for  two  weeks  (see  Appendix  II ) reflects  the  usual  two  weeks  vacation  period. 
Single  persons  are  more  likely  to  split  their  vacation,  spending  a week  in  one 
place,  and  going  elsewhere  for  the  other  week. 

The  trend  toward  family  camping,  therefore,  tends  to  make  for  §.  more 
stable  camp  population,  both  in  terms  of  the  personnel  and  in  the  length  of 
their  stay.  This  also  makes  for  better  programming.

Chapel.  Fund:  A year  ago  a group  of  campers,  friends  of  the  late  Frank  E.  Cooke, 
formed  the  Frank  E.  Cooke  Memorial  Fund  to  solicit  monies  for  a project  to 
memorialize  him  at  Sandy.  It  was  decided  to  rebuild  the  chapel  at  Sandy  as  the 
project. 


Since  then  the  Committee’s  concept  has  been  broadened  to  make  the  pro- 
ject a memorial  chapel  whereby  other  former  campers  could  be  memorialized.  They 
were  authorized  to  be  the  Memorial  Chapel  Fund  Committee;  to  hold  the  funds  re- 
ceived from  solicitation;  and  to  pay  bills  for  work  done  in  rebuilding  the  cha- 
pel. To  date  they  have  received  over  $600. 

An  order  has  been  placed  with  a local  lumberman  in  New  Hampshire  to 
cut  logs  18  feet  long  with  a diameter  of  between  14  and  16  inches;  split  them; 
and  dry  this  winter  for  delivery  to  the  camp  next  Spring  for  use  as  chapel 
benches.  The  cost  will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $50, 

It  is  the  intention  to  carry  along  the  rebuilding  of  the  chapel  by  the 
staff  over  the  next  several  years. 

Improvements:  During  the  1955  season  the  maintenance  staff  under  "Baldy"  Ste- 
ward continued  their  good  work  by  improving  present  property  and  adding  to  our 
equipment. 

Kitchen: 

(а)  Addition  built  behind  chimney  to  house  new  dishwashing  machine; 

(б)  Window  at  right  of  fireplace  converted  to  a receiving  slide; 

(c)  Booster  pump  installed  to  build  water  pressure  in  kitchen. 
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Dining  Hall: 

(a)  Dangerously  worn  stairs  from  north  talcony  replaced; 

(b)  Faulty  wiring  repaired; 

(c)  Two  coats  of  varnish  on  floor  at  end  of  season. 


Lodge: 


(a)  Stage  lighting  rewired; 

(b)  Faulty  wiring  in  Lodge  repaired; 

(c)  Overloaded  service  lines  redistributed; 

(d)  Porch  reshingled; 

(e)  Another  coat  of  varnish  on  the  Lodge  floor  after  season. 

Cabins: 

(a)  New  cabin,  "Analto"  built  in  chapel  area; 

(b)  Septic  tank  and  flush  toilet  installed  in  chef’s  cabin; 

(c)  Copper  screening' replacing  work  nylon  cloth  screening; 

(d)  Repairs  to  doors,  roof,  etc.,  of  many  cabins; 

(e)  Electrification  of  "Val  Hall”  and  extension  to  Walter  Jones’  tent; 

( f ) Painting 

(g)  Insulation  of  interior  roof  upstairs  of  Buena  Vista. 

Athletic  Facilities: 

(a)  New  softball  backstop; 

(b)  New  horseshoe  pits  according  to  standard  specifications; 

(c)  New  swings  and  fixtures  in  children’s  play  area. 

Electrification: 

(a)  Pole  replaced  at  take-off  from  power  line  and  the  power  extension 
across  the  island  put  back  in  operation  after  being  disable  last 
Fall  from  the  hurricanes; 

(b)  Basis  established  for  further  electrification  of  cabins  by  purchase 
of  three  transformers  at  great  savings  from  a local  power  company. 

One  was  used  at  North  Dock  extend  power  to  the  boathouse.  Thanks 
to  Chet  Marble,  a camper,  the  boathouse  now  is  wired  and  equipped 
with  flood  lamps  which  illuminate  the  dock  area  at  night; 

(c)  Another  of  these  transformers  was  installed  in  front  of  the  old 
Men’ s Lavatory  instead  of  replacing  the  secondary  wiring  from  back 
of  the  Workshop.  (This  wire  came  down  in  the  hurricane  last  Fall 
and  was  stolen  last  Spring). 

North  Dock: 

(a)  In  addition  to  wiring  and  light  installations,  a new  catwalk  replaced 
the  old  one  damaged  by  the  storms  last  Fall.  Wider  and  sturdier,  it 
is  now  possible  to  drive  the  jeep  .and  trailer  out  onto  the  pier.  Not 
only  does  this  permit  more  efficiently  handling  of  freight,  but  also 
it  takes  the  burden  off  the  steel  pier  in  front  of  the  Lodge, 

Campers1  Washing  Machine:  Of  decided  service  to  campers  is  the  new  automatic 
washing  machine  purchased  by  donations  from  campers.  It  is  installed  in  the 
small  room  back  of  the  new  lavatory  unit.  Because  the  present  waste  disposal 
system  is  already  overworked,  the  staff  dug  a separate  cesspool.

Everything  points  to  as  good  a season  next  summer.  There  is  no  less 
need,  however,  to  relax  our  efforts  to  get  new  campers.  Next  summer  there  will 
be  no  Fourth  of  July  weekend.  We  will  need  to  make  a greater  effort  to  get 
people  to  come  to  S^ndy  in  the  first  two  weeks  of  July  and  in  the  next  to  the 
last  week  of  August.  Each  person  should  bring  a friend,  and  each  family  bring 
another  family  in  1956, 

Expectations:  This  past  summer  Sandy  was  presented  with  a 28’  sloop  as  a re- 
sult of  Bill  Cunningham1 s mention  of  Sandy  in  his  series  of  articles' on  the 
Lake  Winnepesaukee  area.  Although  the  vessel  is  of  little  use  to  us,  we  are 
very  grateful  to  the  donor  for  his  generosity  to  us.  He  has  agreed  that  we  may 
sell  it.  If  we  find  a buyer,  the  proceeds  realized  will  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  several  small  sailboats. 

Proposals  for  1956: 

(1)  it  is  imperative  that  the  long-proposed  new  small  lavatory  units 
be  built  north  of  the  Lodge.  These  units  could  be  dual  units  con- 
taining three  toilet  seats  and  two  washbasins  each.  It  is  suggested 
that  electric  heating  coils  be  used  for  hot  water  rather  than  gas. 
These  dnits  could  be  built  by  the  staff  at  an  estimated  eost  of 
about  $1,200  each, 

(2)  Several  campers  are  sufficiently  interested  in  the  construction  of  an 
auxiliary  lodge  to  be  willing  to  advance  funds  as  well  as  to  solicit 
funds  among  other  campers.  These  campers  would  be  repaid  the  same 

as  the  cabin  donors — one-tenth  each  year  for  ten  years.  This  addi- 
tional recreation  space  should  be  located  on  the  site  of  the  present 
workshop.  It  is  estimated  that  a 30*  x 40*  building  (additional 
10*  porch)  could  be  built  by  the  staff  for  about  $4,000. 

(3)  A new  workshop  should  be  built  back  of  the  present  craft  shop.  The 
workshop  could  be  constructed  of  cement  blocks  to  the  height  of  about 
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8 feet,  and  a metal  quonset  hut  be  set  on  top  of  the  cement  blocks. 

It  should  be  wide  enough  to  hang  tents  (now  hung  in  the  Lodge)  and 
with  an  opening  at  each  end  wide  enough  to  permit  the  jeep  and 
trailer  to  drive  through.  The  floor  would  be  concrete. 

(4)  Enough  wire,  entry  boxes,  fixtures,  etc.,  be  purchased  t£  electrify 
all  the  cabins  in  camp.  Then,  except  for  the  tents,  we  would  be 
able  to  do  away  with  kerosene  lanterns. 

(5)  In  view  of  the  pre-season  conferences,  the  "season1*  of  Sandy  Island 
Camp  be  from  the  middle  of  June  (dependent  on  the  first  conference) 
through  the  Labor  Day  Weekend.  Also,  that  the  budget  be  set  up  on 
that  basis. 

(6)  In  a ccordance  with  the  practice  of  many  camps,  the  camp  should 
take  out  campers  insurance  for  each  member  of  the  staff  and  their 
families  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  week  per  person.  (Workmen's 
Compensation  does  not  cover  medical  expenses  for  illness).  The  cost 
would  be  about  $190. 

(7)  We  should  purchase  a portable  firefighting  pump  operated  by  a gaso- 
line motor.  The  pump  would  be  stored  in  the  main  pump  house.  By 

a simple  attachment,  it  could  be  used  to  pump  water  to  the  kitchen  and 
lavatory  in  the  event  of  failure  of  the  electricity.  An  item  of 
$1,000  should  be  included  in  the  budget  for  this  purpose, 

(8)  A bulldozer  or  similar  piece  of  equipment  b£  hired  to  dig  the  holes 
for  septic  tanks  for  the  two  new  lavatory  units,  (if  done,  it  could 
be  arranged  to  have  a load  of  hardpan  be  brought  in  at  the  same  time 
for  resurfacing  the  tennis  courts. 

(9)  We  should  now  concentrate  on  the  next  phase  of  our  program  to  improve 
conditions  at  Sandy; — better  beds  and  bedding.  We  have  brought  up 
the  food  service  to  a reasonable  level.  We  have  established  a pro- 
gram of  building  new  and  better  cabins.  Now  we  should  tackle  the 
sleeping  accommodations. 

Cots  are  adequate  for  children  and  young  adiilts.  Older  people 
need  a better  type  of  bed.  Something  along  the  line  of  coil  springs 
and  good  cotton-filled  mattresses  is  indicated.  To  this  end,  an 
amount  should  be  included  in  the  budget  each  year  over  a period  of 
years  until  all  the  beds  in  camp  are  on  a desirable  basis.
